We strongly suggest that all Mum growers seriously consider plantings of Mums and Pomps during 
the spring. The technical aspects of growing are well worked out and described in detail beginning on 
page 22 of this catalog. Expanding during the spring and summer months will not only relieve the over- 
produced fall markets, but it should increase the over-all demand for Mums, which is what we all want.

WHAT KIND OF SOIL? 


Mums aren’t fussy about soil—but there are some points that 
we must watch. 

As a rule, a bench of soil that has grown good Snaps or Stocks 
or Carnations for you is a good bet for Mums. We like to 
steam our benches once a year. In case of Mum-Snap or Mum- 
Stock rotations we do so just before benching the Stocks (or 
Snaps). Before benching the Mums, we add 1! or 2 wheel- 
barrows of rotted cattle manure per 100 sq. ft.—and 3 lbs. of 
20% superphosphate. 

Fresh outdoor soil may be used. Great care must be used in 
selecting soils for greenhouse use—mainly to avoid tight, non- 
porous, clay-like soils. We have seen soils that appeared black 
and good—but which turned out waxy and pasty. On gently slop- 
ing land, you'll often find the best soil washed off the rises. As a 
rule, a field that produces good corn, or grains, is good green- 
house soil, too. We prefer to steam even fresh soils—to get rid 
of weed seeds, insects—and disease spores that are plentiful in 
outdoor soil. 

Soils that seem tight and drain poorly can sometimes be open- 
ed up and improved by addition of peats, manures, or even 
screened, weathered cinders. An example: we recently had a 
bench that showed all the symptoms of poor structure; poor drain- 
age, cloddy hard lumps as it dried, green moss on the surface, 
etc. On half the bench, we removed the top 2 inches of soil, re- 
placed it with a partly decomposed peat (pH 6.8). The peat was 
rototilled in with the lower 4 inches of soil. The succeeding crop 
of Pomps made almost twice the headway where the peat had 


been added. 


A month or so after benching, Mums should be in vigorous 
growth. If they seem to be holding back, and if the soil seems 
cloddy and poorly drained, give them a good cultivating, then 
let the soil dry back for a.week or two. Then give them a good 
soaking, and they will usually get going. 





Have you considered off season Mums? May and June crops are a good 
place to start. They’re easicr to grow then, production is better, and they 
seem generally well received at this time. Here’s a house under lights—for 
May bloom. Herb Buhr, our greenhouse superintendent, in the foreground. 
See page 24 for details on off season Mum growing.

LABOR SAVING SUPPORTS 


This season every Pomp—and Mum too—on our place is be- 
ing supported with one layer of wires and cross string——no more. 
This represents a great economy both in material and labor com- 
pared to the old system. We see absolutely no need for 3, 4 or 
even more sets of wire and cross strings on Pomps. We install 
the first (and only) set when plants are about 8-10 inches high, 
then each week keep sliding the layer of wires and string up—so 
that it is never more than 6-8 inches below the plant tops. 

As for Standards, the old practice of tying a string around each 
plant at its base, wrapping it spirally up the stem, is too expen- 
sive for us under present conditions. One layer of wires and 
strings will do the job, if it is moved up regularly. However, we 
do find that the uprights that support this layer of wire must be 
some heavier than under the old system. 

Besides saving many hours of laborious wiring and stringing, 
you'll find the one layer system makes it a lot easier to pick the 
flowers—especially on the Standards. 


CARE OF THE CROP 


1. WATERING. Lots of Mum crops are checked and harden- 
ed simply by a lack of water. Provided soil is porous and well 
drained, you're not likely to overdo on watering; most errors are 
on the too dry side. The rule of thumb: dig a trowelful well be- 
low the surface, wad up a ball of it in your hand, then drop it. 
If the ball breaks up, it’s ready for water. If it won’t even make 
a ball, it’s much too dry! Always watch ends and edges of bench- 
es—give them an extra lick between regular waterings. 

Nozzle watering and sub-irrigation both offer promise in sav- 
ing labor, both have problems. Consult your state floriculture 
school. 


2. FEEDING. In addition to the manure and phosphate at 
benching time, most Mums will need two or three applications 
of some balanced fertilizer such as Vigoro. One to two lbs. per 
100 sq. ft. is usually enough each time. Generally raised beds, 
sandy soils need more fertilizer. Also,.as growth gets up 2-3 feet 
high more food is-called for. Soil tests are excellent; maintain 
medium levels of nitrates, potash, and phosphate. Well fed Mums 
are a deep green.coler; they quickly start yeilowing as the food 
runs out. 

This past summer we have fed our Mums with a small hydrau- 
lic unit (Fertil-mizer) that injects liquid fertilizer into the hose 
as you water. We found that a gallon jar ($1.50) would feed 
two to four benches 150x4 ft. Applications made along with 
regular waterings about every 14 days kept our Mums greener 
than we've ever seen- them. Cost of unit about $60.00. Write 
Smith Equipment Co., 1615 N. Central Ave., Chicago, Ill. The 
Hozon applicator (Plant Marvel Laboratories, 12050 Parnell 
Ave., Chicago 28, Ill.), costs around $1.50, does the same job. 
but whereas the Smith unit delivers full normal water pressure 
plus fertilizer, the Hozon cuts the pressure down so far that 
watering time is more than doubled. We always give our benches 
a light watering before feeding to avoid root burn. 

Best pH or soil acidity level for Mums according to our ex- 
perience is about neutral. Betwcen 6.5 and 7.2 seems OK. Avoid 
extremes. 


3. SHADE. Outdoor Mums seem not so hard and woody, and 
“longer stemmed if grown under Aster cloth shade. Under glass, 
a light shade might help, especially in very hot weather, but with 
a moderate summer, we apply no shade at all. 

4. EXCESS SOLUBLE SALTS. In extreme cases, an excess 
of salts in the soil can actually cause plants to wilt and die. We've 
seen it happen! More often, it just slows down and hardens the 
crop. How do the salts get into the soil? It’s usually a combina- 
tion of circumstances. First the grower steams his soil—releasing 
large quantities of nitrates, potash, etc., to the soil. Then, being 
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summer and hot weather, he waters heavily. His water happens 
to be very hard—so great quantities of water salts, carbonates, 
etc., are deposited in the soil. (Excess soluble salt cases usually 
appear in hard water areas). Then, as the crop starts to harden 
from this excess of salts, the grower, suspecting lack of fertilizer 
salts, adds more fertilizer! 


“ Where water isn’t too hard, and on well drained benches, 
heavy and regular leaching will sometimes remove enough of the 
salts to permit the crop to grow off. Only other cure is to re- 
place the soil. By all means, don’t add fertilizer. 


There is a gadget available with which soils can be easily test- 
ed for excess soil salts.. Write: Industrial Instruments Inc., 17 
Pollock Ave., Jersey City 5, N. J. Price: $55.00 to $60.00. 

5. TEMPERATURES. In summer just keep vents wide open 
except during storms. They should be open at night, too, by the 
way! 

In firing season, 40° nights is standard, with 58° on cloudy 
and 65° on sunny days. To avoid blindness on later varieties, 
keep 60° minimum until color shows. Watch Garza, especially. 

For off season flowering of Mums 60° nights is necessary. See 

page 24. 
6. MULCHES somehow seem to do wonders for the Chrysan- 
themums. We mulch with a one inch layer of peat soon as plants 
are established. It reduces frequency of watering and feeding, and 
somehow they just grow better. 


PINCHING AND SELECTING BUD 


“Time” pinching is best. It simply means to pinch each variety 
on the date prescribed in this catalog. For example, Gold Lode, 
to be flowered at normal date is pinched. July 8 (see page 5). 
Too early pinching sets the center flower in the spray of Pomps 
too low; too late has the opposite effect. On standard Mums, cor- 


rect time pinching will usually eliminate formation of the crown 
ud. 


Sometimes, due to late benching, etc., you will get off this 
schedule. In general, if you are going to pinch, you should do so 
before the plant gets 10 to 12 inches tall. Don’t pinch before the 
tip has grown at least 3-4 inches. Don’t pinch into hard wood. 

Now, as to selecting the proper bud on the large “disbud” 
types. Mums send out two kinds of “buds” or growing tips: 

1. CROWN. A flowering bud surrounded by non-flowering 
vegetative shoots. 

2. TERMINAL. 
buds. 


Early Mums will usually throw a crown bud in August. This 
‘is usually removed and one of the vegetative side shoots “‘select- 
ed” or left to grown on. All other shoots are removed. Some 
plants may produce another crown which may again be discard- 
ed in favor of a non-flowering shoot. Sooner or later, all plants 
produce a terminal from which you must select the best bud— 
to produce the flower. 


On early varieties it’s safest to remove all crowns up to August 
20. Early crowns are OK on some shaded Mums. On mid-season 
sorts, terminals are safer. Final bud should have been selected by 
September 1-10; on late ones a month later. Your experience is 
the best guide. Keep notes. 


By the way, on all large standard Mums, you must remove all 
the lower side growths. All the effort of the stem must go into 
the one bud. Some growers even practice removal of side shoots 
from certain Pompon varieties. Little America, for example, flow- 
ers much better if side shoots are removed and the spray is allow- 
ed to flower only 8-10 florets. 


Don’t cut a Mum till it’s open. It will wilt in several hours if 
cut green. Spider Mums can be cut green and opened in water. 


BLACK CLOTH SHADING 


Mums, being short day plants, can be very nicely brought into 
bloom about a month ahead of normal date by covering them 
with black cloth from 5 P.M. to 7 A.M. in late summer. This 
actually simulates the shorter days of fall. Some pointers: 


A flowering bud surrounded by flowering 
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HOW TO SHADE. Simplest way is to just stretch wires over 
the bench—lengthwise, forming a support on which the black 
sateen can be draped. During the day it is simply bunched up. 
Be sure the wires are high enough so the flowers won't hit the 
cloth before youre thru shading. 6 feet or more may be needed. 
Some growers rig up side curtains like a shower curtain and 
cover the top with a strip of cloth rolled around a stick. 


On rainy nights or during very hot weather, it will help in 
disease prevention to remove the cloth after dark and replace it 
again before daylight. Watch this closely if you are having disease 
troubles, Black sateen, 64x104 mesh is best. For best results, 
shade every night; missing one or two nights over the season 
won't be serious, but much more will simply delay flowering. 

It’s a good idea to crawl in under the sateen cover after it’s 
down once a week or so. In this way you'll quickly detect any 
leaks where light is coming thru. 


Shading should be discontinued as follows: 
1. On crops to flower between June 15 and August 15, shade 
Mums till buds are 14 inch. Shade Pomps till they are cut. 


2. On crops to flower any other period, shade Mums only till 
bud is well set. Shade Pomps till center buds show color. 


Here’s our schedule on shaded Mums and Pomps for early fall: 


TO FLOWER AUGUST 20-25 
Plant rooted cuttings May 19 (6 x 6, no pinch). 
Start shading: June 18. 
Varieties: Gold Coast, Pinocchio, 
Shasta, Carolyn Yosick, Rubicon. 


TO FLOWER SEPTEMBER 15-20 

Plant rooted cuttings May 15 (8 x 8). 

Pinch: June 14. 

Start shading: July 10. 

Varieties: Gold Coast, Pinocchio, Shasta, Encore, Yellow 
Shasta, Carolyn Yosick, Rubicon, Seneca. Also following Mums 
if grown indoors or under sash: Good News, Detroit News, Jean 
Elizabeth, Silver Sheen.

OUTDOOR MUMS 


Each season finds more Pomps, especially, flowered outdoors 
in early fall—in both western and eastern producing areas. Big 
advantage is low cost compared to greenhouse growing. Also it’s 
cooler outdoors. Benching schedules under “Black Cloth Shad- 
ing”, above, apply. You must watch frost dates, but we find 
Pomps will stand several degrees of frost if the sateen is lowered 
on cold nights. 


Also to produce real quality it is essential that some protection 
against sun and wind be provided. Regular Aster cloth (21 threads 
per inch) is OK. The new plastic cloths about 20 threads per 
inch are excellent—cost more, but last at least several years. Use 
the transparent shade, not the dark brown or black. 


The deeper colored plastic meshes exclude so much light that 
they will seriously reduce production of bunches per foot. Also, 
our plant pathologists tell us that the plastic mesh, lacking the 
fuzzy quality of Aster cloth, is not nearly as effective in keeping 
out certain insect pests: But it does last many times longer. 

To flower big Mums outdoors in the East, some protection is 
needed, especially during the actual flowering season. We have 
had good success with our so-called ‘‘Flexo-glass” houses. We 
build up a framework same shape as a greenhouse, using 1 or 114 
inch pipe. Our houses are 24 ft. wide, 6 ft. gutters, and standard 
roof pitch. We like to provide cheesecloth over the plants during 
summer. Then, as color starts to show, we fit large sash of one 
of the many inexpensive glass substitutes over the house. By 
adding several lines of steam pipe, we are able to keep in pro- 
duction till well along in October. That permits use of some of 
the fine November flowering varieties. Quality generally is good. 
We did have some trouble this season with botrytis spotting on 
sash house big Mums. 


Such houses may be shaded right over the roof by means of a 
rope and pulley arrangement. 
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ABOUT PREMATURE BUDDING 


The symptoms: Long before the crop should normally set 
buds, each plant will throw buds—at tips, leaf axils, etc. Some- 
times cuttings will throw buds a week or two after benching. 
Some varieties are worse than others. 

The cure: To prevent premature budding, you must: 

1. Provide additional light up to May 1, 4 hours per night 
thru February, 3 hours per night thru March, 2 hours thru April. 
Use 60 Watt bulbs 4 feet apart, 3 feet above plants. 

2. Keep night temperature 50° or below as long as possible, 
preferably near 45°. 

3. Keep growth soft—plenty of water, moderate feeding. 

4. Avoid varieties susceptible to early budding. Examples: 
Blazing Gold, Legal Tender, Masterpiece, Silver Sheen, Constel- 
lation, Seneca, and hardy varieties generally. 

Naturally, the earlier you take delivery of your cuttings, the 
more apt you are to have early budding troubles. Growers order- 
ing cuttings for winter or early spring delivery (for spring and 
early summer flowering) must take special care to provide extra 
day length and cool temperatures, starting the day the cuttings 
are received. Extra susceptible varieties have even been known 
to initiate buds during long distance shipping under high temper- 
atures. 


HOW ABOUT THESE YEAR ‘ROUND 
MUMS? 


Any grower willing to follow the rules of temperature, day 
length, etc., can now flower good Mums and Pomps any month 
of the year. We devote space here to off season Mum growing, 
not because it is a research achievement, but because we believe 
there is a chance for profit in it—for both market and retail grow- 
ers. Our own experience growing for the Chicago wholesale mar- 
kets has indicated favorable reception of good off season Mums 
and Pomps—especially during the late spring and summer 
months. Furthermore, by combining accurate day length control 
with the new single stem method of growing, a new degree of 
flexibility is available to the grower. We have cut good Shasta 
Pomps and Indianapolis Mums in as little as 8 to 9 weeks after 
benching! This opens many new possibilities in rotations for the 
miscellaneous grower. 

For an example: The’time honored rotation of Mums after 
spring Snaps produces one crop of Mums or Pomps usually 
around Thanksgiving. This past season, taking ten benches that 
were cleared of Snaps by April 1, we cut a nice crop of Pomps 
and Mums in early June—then another crop in early September 
(from the same bed)—and had the beds ready for Snaps again 
by October 1. Both Pomps and Mums were grown single stem, 
and cuttings were banded—but, both the June crop and the Sep- 
tember one brought more than twice as many dollars per square 
foot return as the former one crop that hit the glutted markets 
of October and November. See Grower Talks, October 1950, 
page 6 for details. 
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For several years, some authorities have predicted that over- 
production during these “off season” periods would soon depress 
prices to an unprofitable level. There have been temporary local 
gluts during late summer, but so far, good local stock in our ex- 
perience has been on the whole well received during these 


periods. 


HOW DOES OFF SEASON FLOWERING WORK? 


Even tho lighting and shading schedules are very definite, 


most of us like to understand what is behind them. 


Here’s the theory: After benching, the plant is kept under 
conditions of day length and temperature that will keep it blind 
or vegetative—until it has developed usually around 15-18 inches 
of stem. Then, day length and temperature are changed so as to 
force it into flower—and the 18 inches of stem will normally 
stretch to 32-36 inches before cutting. By manipulating tempera- 
ture and day length, it is possible to force a Mum into flower on 
a 6-inch stem—or a 10 ft. one! Ideally, most growers like about 
32 inches of stem for market. Much more than that simply repre- 
sents wasted effort, time in the bench. 

What are the conditions that keep a Mum blind, vegetative 
(non-flowering)? Mums grown at 14 hours of day length will 
not set bud. In winter when days are normally only 10 hours long, 
the extra 4 hours are made up with electric lights. 

On the other hand, Mums grown at 11 hours of day length, 
and at minimum of 60 degrees, will set bud—quite promptly. Of 
course, if you wish to set buds on Pomps during June when days 
are normally 14 hours long, you must shorten the days by apply- 
ing black sateen cloth 5 PM to 7 AM. 

Especially in the South, conditions of climate and temperature 
make the off season Mum tables not always correct. If a grower 
finds under his own conditions that a particular crop of Mums 
flowers on 5-6-ft. stems, he may of course reduce day length 
sooner. This, of course, advances the flowering date which must 
be kept in mind too. See table, page 26. 


DETAILS OF LIGHTING, SHADE, TEMPERATURE. 
Where days must be lengthened, use 60 Watt bulbs with 
reflectors spaced 4 feet apart down the bench—and kept about 
2-3 feet above the plant tops. Turn lights on at 10 PM. Here’s 
a good table by Alex Laurie on number of hours to burn lights 
each night to keep Mums vegetative (non-flowering).

Now about temperature: both Mums and Pomps must be kept 
at a minimum of 60 degrees until buds are definitely formed. 
Failure to maintain 60 degrees will mean blindness on most vari- 
eties during many parts of the year. Some varieties will set bud

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at 55, but until you have gained experience, better stay with 60 
degrees. 

Many retail growers don’t have a 60 degree house—keep the 
whole place 50 nights, 60 or higher days. We have seen spring 
Mums grown in these 50 degree houses by enclosing the bench of 
plants at night under the black sateen used for shading, and turn- 
ing on a pipe or two under the bench—thus maintaining 60 only 
in the area immediately surrounding the plants. It works OK— 
as long as they are kept at 60. 

Another important point about temperature; during the win- 
ter months and in the northern states, the house temperature 
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must be dropped to around 50 degrees (nights) after buds show 
color and until the crop is cut. We found that Pomps kept at 60 
degrees minimum right thru till cutting were worthlessly soft— 
on crops cut during December, January, February. Incidentally, 
we tried a bed of Asters along with February flowering Pomps 
at 60 degrees nights. The heat ruined them at that time, too. 

Cuttings used for off season flowering must be from lighted 
stock plants. We do have cuttings of suitable varieties available. 
Orders for large quantities must be booked well in advance. 
Write or wire what your general plans are—what colors, how 
many, when to be flowered.

sooner after shading starts. 


The following Standards may be shaded to flower together during August, September and October: Queen’s Lace (white Spi- 
der), Silver Sheen, Blazing Gold, Good News, Detroit News. They should not be shaded along with the above Pompons nor with 
varieties from the above table, since they will bloom sooner after shading. 


SCHEDULE FOR YEAR AROUND FLOWERING OF UNPINCHED CROPS 


From the table on pages 27 and 28, dates for benching, shad- 
ing, lighting of unpinched crops can be figured. This tabulation 
is not as simple as the one on page 25, but it permits more ac- 
curate timing. Data for this table is from Yoder Bros., Barberton, 
Ohio. 

For example, to flower Shasta on January 15, look under the 
first column on the left (January 15 to March 15 flowering peri- 
od) and follow down till you come to Shasta. You find three 
figures, “55, 75, 130.” First is number of long days (benching 
to shading), second is number of short days (shading to flower- 
ing), and last is total days benching to flowering. Now, for the 


schedule. 

1. Benching date. Total days benching to flowering is 130. 
Figuring back 130 days from January 15, we bench cuttings Sep- 
tember 7. 

2. Benching to shading date (long days). For proper develop- 
ment, the plants must be exposed to a long day (14 hours) for 
exactly 55 days in this case. This is accomplished as follows: 


Sept. 7-30 2 hours light per night 
Och 1-31 3 hours light per night 
Nov. 1- 2 4 hours light per night 


Note: Where long day period falls between May 1 and August 
1, no artificial light is used. Days are naturally long enough. 


3. Shading to flowering (short days). To set buds properly, 
this crop requires 75 short days. Since the short day period for 
this crop occurs in winter when days are naturally short, no black 
cloth shade is necessary. Where part or all of a short day period 
falls between February 15 and September 1, the day must be 
shortened by applying black sateen 5 PM to 7 AM. For example, 
on a crop where the short day period ends June 15, black cloth 
shading starts June 15,.is kept up till buds are set. 

These directions for lighting and shading are based on Middle 
Western day length. Growers farther south have naturally longer 
days in winter, hence shorter periods of artificial light are re- 
quired at night. Just remember that during long day periods, 
plants should have a 14 hour day, during short day periods, the 
day should be 10 hours long. 

A correction to these tables must be made by southern 
growers—for higher light intensity and longer days in winter. 
Although there is no accurate data available, the following tabie 
based on experience of growers in Southern Florida will illustrate 
the point.

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In other words, Miami, Florida growers must use the same 
schedules in January that are used in Chicago in June. 


Lastly, it should be emphasized that these closely timed sched- 
ules can apply only where rapid, unchecked growth is maintained. 
Any check to the growth of the plant delays it—and makes it 
impossible to stay on schedule. To maintain this rapid growth, 
you must start with a succulent, well rooted cutting, use good 
open soil, keep plants well watered, fed, keep 60 degree tempera- 
ture, and keep plants free of insects and diseases. 


ABOUT SINGLE STEM MUM CULTURE 


This season, practically all the Mums we grew—both Pomps 
and Standards—were grown single stem, no pinch. The closer 
spacing obviously increases cost of cuttings per bed—but we 
believe that both Mums and Pomps can be grown so much quick- 
er and better this way that it will eventually become common 
practice. Here’s why: 


1. We save a good 3 weeks time on the bench. Including 
cost of watering, spraying, etc., plus general overhead, we figure 
this saving alone offsets much of the added cost. Furthermore, 
where the time saved means an extra crop per year on the bed— 
the economy is even greater. The three crops per year on year- 
coed Mum ranges would not be possible without single stem 
culture. 


2. Heavier production. A noteworthy increase in bunches of 
Pomps per square foot over the pinched crop. 


3. Better uniformity. Where three sprays are grown to a plant, 


one is usually a weakling. On single stem growing, they're all 
about alike. 


4. Better spray formation. Yoders of Barberton find in general 
much more desirable spray formation on single stem grown 
Pomps, and more fully petaled Standards. 


_ About spacing: Current thinking is to use wider spacing dur- 
ing the low light months of the year. Yoders recommend 4 x 9 
(or 6 x 6) for crops to flower in winter, gradually changing 


-to 4 x 6 for summer flowered crops. These close spacings use 


more cuttings but produce lighter individual sprays. This means 


4-5 sprays per bunch in place of 2 or 3, which is more to the 
liking of retailers,

INSECT CONTROL 


A regularly followed preventive program is essential if Mums 
are to be kept insect-free. If they aren’t kept clean in the early 
stages, spider or aphis will attack opening blooms where they 
often can’t be controlled at all. Under glass in fall, winter and 
early spring, Parathion bombing (aerosols) monthly will normal- 
ly keep Mums clean. It may take more frequent bombing to clean 
up a bad infestation of insects. In late spring and summer the 
house should be bombed every two weeks. For outdoor Mums 
and Pomps we have had excellent success with the following 
spray: 

Per 10 gallons 

24 ozs. 15% parathion wettable powder. : 

90 c. c. Detex (DDT)—especially effective against thrip. 

18 c. c. A-S-3 (or any good spreader). 

2 oz. Fermate (for control of leaf diseases). 

Where aphis are found on open blooms, Nicofume pressure 
fumigators are effective and not apt to cause injury. Spider on 
open blooms of most varieties can be controlled with Parathion 
bombs, if care is used. Main point is the blooms and foliage 
must be absolutely dry at time of application. House humidity 
should be low as possible, too, walks dry. Temperature between 
70-80 degrees. 


1. MIDGE. We found the following a very effective control: 
Apply sodium selenate to soil at recommended rate (14 gram 
per square foot if concentrated powder is used). We put this on 
with a Hozon siphon applicator. Wash foliage with water after 
application to avoid burn. This gave slight injury on one bench 
where stock plants were not yet well established; not serious. 

Besides that, we dusted weekly with DDT dust—for nearly two 
‘months. No new galls were seen after 30 days. 


2. RED SPIDER. Troublesome, especially in warm weather. 
Daily “wetting down” of foliage helps. We depend largely on 
Parathion bombs for control of spider, aphis, and most other 
Mum insects. Vapotone spray 1 to 800 is excellent—use a good 
spreader. 


3. THRIP. Detex or any good DDT spray is very effective. 

4. APHIS. Parathion bomb (or spray) very good. Vapotone 
spray 1 to 800 with spreader is also excellent. 

5. LEAF MINER. Nicotine liquid used 1 to 200 with soap 
spreader is the best control. 


6. MEALY BUG. Dimite spray used 1 to 800 with a good 
spreader is very effective. Vapotone 1 to 800 with a spreader is 
good. 

7. LEAF ROLLER (tier), and cut worms. Detex or any good 
DDT spray. 

8. FOLIAR NEMATODE. Select cuttings from clean plants 
and bench only in sterilized soil. Also, if infestation occurs, keep 
foliage dry at all times. Splashing water spreads the worms. Some 
infestation may be cleaned up with sodium selenate. Apply at 
strength recommended on container 2 weeks after planting. Then 
repeat in another 2 weeks. May injure some varieties. 


9. GRASSHOPPERS. Chlorodine powders are best. 


PRINCIPAL DISEASES 
1. VERTICILLIUM (Seidewitz Disease) is a serious Mum 
problem. Starting at edges, leaves turn yellow, dry up—usually 
from the bottom of the plant first. Some varieties take it worse 
than others. Only known control is to plant cuttings which have 
been cultured against it—and be sure to use sterilized soil. Steam 
preferred. 


2. STUNT. Principal symptoms are dwarfing of plant and 
blooms to about 14 to 2/3 normal size, earlier bud and bloom 
formation, and on red varieties a noticeably paler color. Otherwise 
plants are normal. Stunt does not cause any shriveling of leaves 
or rotting of the plant. 

Control: First start with cuttings nearly free as possible of the 
disease. Thorough steaming of soil to 180° for 30 minutes is 
vital to prevent re-infection from the soil. Rigid insect control 
is equally important in view of possible spread of the disease 
from healthy to clean plants. Like most diseases it attacks cer- 
tain varieties worse than others. Once a plant is infected, there 
is no cure. 
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3. SEPTORIA. Small dark brown spots, increasing in size, 
finally causing leaves to drop. Attacks lower leaves first. Most 
serious on outdoor plantings. Delay propagating till long shoots 
are available; take only a short cutting out of the tip. Dip cuttings 
in Fermate, 1 lb. per 100 gallons of water. Keep foliage dry in 
sand and clear thru growing period. After planting, spray plants 
with Fermate 1 lb. per 100 gallons every ten days till plants are 
18 inches high. Spraying is especially important on outdoor plant- 
ings in rainy seasons. 

4. MILDEW. Sulfur dust is effective if no colored flowers are 
present. Malachite green spray may be used. Greenol (California 
Spray and Chemical Co.) with Santomerse S$, 1 to 2000, has been 
recommended recently as being very effective. 

We have often noticed mildew on Mums growing in tight, poor- 
ly drained soil. We don’t know exactly what the connection is, but 
usually cultivating the wet packed soil to help it dry and aerate 
will get plant into growth—and clear up the mildew, too. 

5. RUST. Same spray program as was recommended for 
Septoria leaf spot. 


GOOD DOPE ON POT MUM GROWING 


Culture of potted Chrysanthemums is so entirely unlike grow- 
ing them as a cut flower that—well, each season a few fellows 
get into trouble trying to handle them like cut flowers. They 
make a mighty fine fall pot plant when properly handled, and 
many are grown that way. If you're interested in trying them, 
here’s a growing schedule worked out by a specialist, Hans Zoerb 
of LaCrosse (Wisconsin) Floral Co. It’s based on quite a few 
years’ experience, and has consistently brought them in on time. 
TO FLOWER AT NORMAL DATES 

1.. Order cuttings to arrive July 8, pot three to a 6-inch pot. 
ais all varieties (a soft pinch) 2 days after potting (no 
ater). 

3. Top all varieties again soon as breaks are long enough to 
take a pinch.

HARDY MUMS FOR RETAIL GROWERS 


The plan generally used is to order cuttings for delivery in late 
April. When received, they are either potted to 214 or 3 inch 
pots, or better yet to a 2 x 2 or 214 x 3 inch veneer plant band. 
Banded plants can be sold band and all. These started plants can 
be sold for garden planting soon as danger of frost is over; and 
from this early start should make fine specimens by fall. 

Any plants that might be left over by early June can be lined 
out in the field where you can give them water when it gets real 
dry. They can be dug and moved to your customers gardens just 
before they flower. The dwarfer kinds are often dug, potted and 
sold as attractive pot plants during October.
